Those that remain are David Wilson, aged 88 years; Jacob Blod- 
gett, 82; Hugh Smith, 78; Kimball Johnson, 74; Lydia Barrett, ‘78 ; 
Esther Marsh, about '70 ; Josiah Hamblet, about 65; Noah R, Proc- 
tor, 43, Joel Barrett, 41 ; Edward Caldwell, 10. 


The average number of inmates has been two more than last year ; 
the health not as good. ‘The Farm has not sustained itself, as will 
beseen by the report. The invoice of stock and provisions exceeds 
that of last year, the stock having been increased. We have ac- 
cepted the proposals of Richard R. Strong and wife to superintend, 
the coming year, for $150.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. I. The summer term in this district was taught 
by Miss Ellen H. Gowing, and gave general satisfaction. We 
noticed more than ordinary improvement on the part of the larger 
scholars. The teacher reports no case of corporal punishment.— 
No. of visits by S. S. Committee, 2; by Prudential Committee, 
none ; by citizens and others, 25. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Daniel A. W. Perkins, and 
was far from being as successfulas was hoped it would be. The 
closing examination indicated that the teacher had not exhibited 
that interest and energy necessary to success, but perhaps the fault 
was not all on this account, as the registers for both summer and 
winter terms show a great irregularity in attendance. No. of visits 
by S. S. Committee, 2 ; by Prudential, none ; citizens and others, 16. 

District No. If. ‘The summer term in this district was taught 
‘by Miss Sarah J. Gilman. This was Miss G.’s first school, and hav- 
ing been educated wholly in city and select schools, she did not adapt 
herself to the wants of a promiscuous country school. Experience 
is an indispensable prerequisite of success. No. of visits by S. 8. 
Committee, 2; by Prudential, none ; by citizens and others, 20. 

The winter term is stil in progress, and under the charge of Mr. 
Josiah Fletcher, whose reputation as a successful teacher isa suffi- 
cient guarantee of its prosperity. Good order, a lively interest, and 
consequently good attention, are characteristics of this school, evi- 
dent to the most casual observer. This school has made great 
improvement in a few years past, and may soon be the best school 
in town, if the large scholars continue to attend. No. of visits by 
S. S. Committee, 2. 

District No. III. There was but one term of school in this dis- 
trict, and was taught by Mr. Rogers A. Abbott, with commendable 
success. Circumstances without the school and with which the 
teacher was not directly connected, rendered this school less profi- 
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table to the district than it otherwise would have been. Parents 
should heartily co-operate with the teacher, and above all should 
not throw obstacles in his way. No. of visits by 8. 5. Committee, 
3; Prudential, 43 citizens and others, 17. 

District No. IV. Miss Lucretia D. Campbell taught the sum- 
mer term. Miss C. labored faithfully for the good of her pupils, 
and sueceeded in winning their affections in a great degree, and 
although this appeared to be a happy school, we think it would 
have been much more beneficial, had good order and a more rigid 
discipline been maintained. No. of visits by 8. S. Committee, 2; 
by Prudential, 1; citizens and others, 25. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. James Moore, who perform- 
ed his duties as a teacher with rare tact and energy, and the fact 
that the district cheerfully contributed funds sufficient to prolong 
the school four weeks, shows that they appreciated his arduous la- 
bors, and was the best testimonial of satisfaction they could have 
given. No. of visits by 8. S. Committee, 3; Prudential, 2; citi- 
zens and others, 25. : 

District No. V. The school in this district was taught by Miss 
Mary C. Whittemore, and although this was Miss Whittemore’s 
first school, she taught it with unusual ability and success ; so much 
so indeed, that we have not heard a single word of disparagement. 
This school improved very much in the tone and manner of read- 
ing, especially in the summer term. <A juvenile class in geogra- 
phy deserves particular notice. No. of visits by S. 5S. Committee, 
in summer, 2; Prudential, 2; citizens and others, 36. In winter 
term, visits by S.S. Committee, 3; Prudential, 2 ; citizens, 25. 

District No. VI. The summer term was taught by Miss Mary 
J. Andrews, and was a pleasant and profitable term. The exam- 
ination showed that Miss A. well understood the meaning of the 
word thoroughness, apparently so often forgotten by many of the 
present day. No. of visits by S. S. Committee, 2; Prudential, 1; 
cltizens and others, 107. 

The winter term was commenced by Mr. Oliver Dodge, a gen- 
tleman of some experience, but soon after the term commenced, it 
became evident that Mr. D. was not fitted for his position, and after 
repeated admonitions and almost unpardonable forbearance, he was 
dismissed. No. of visits by S. 8S. Committee, 4; Prudential, none ; 
citizens, 7. . 

The term was recommenced by Mr. Caleb Richardson, and is 
still in progress. Mr. R.’s reputation as a teacher is too well 
known to be affected by a committee’s report ; suffice it to say that 
he has established good order; that the interest is rapidly increas- 
ing, and habits of study are heing formed which give to this school 
much of the appearance of years past. No. of visits by S. 8. 
Committee, 2. 

District No VII. This school was taught by Miss Hannah D. 
Clark. Miss C. labored diligently for the good of her pupils and 
is a teacher of some experience, and the summer term was one of 
- fair success. ‘The winter term was not so profitable, and although 
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the teacher labored to interest, there was not that attention so pleas- 
ant to see. ‘The parents in this district are decidedly behind 
their neighbors in manifesting their interest in the education of their 
children which deprived their teacher very much of her influence 
to interest. No. of visits in the summer by S. S. Committee, 2; 
Prudential, 2; citizens, 11; winter, S. S. Committee, 2, Prudential, 
none ; citizens, 9. 

District No. VII. Miss Addeliza P. Hills, teacher. This was 
Miss Hills’ first school, and was taught with a good degree of suc- 
cess. ‘The summer term was particularly pleasant and profitable ; 
and good order with more than ordinary improvement in studies 
were prominent features of this term. No. of visits in summer by 
S. S. Committee, 2 ; Prudential, 2 ; citizens and others, 33; winter, 
S. S. Commitiee, 2; Prudential, 2; citizens, 15. 

District No. IX. The summer term was taught by Miss S. Ma- 
ria Thomas, who labored with a persevering energy truly commen- 
dable, and the closing examination showed a good degree of im- 
provement. No. of visits by S. S. Committee, 2; Prudential, 2; 
citizens and others, 68. 

The winter term, by Mr. J. P. Parkhurst, was more successful than 
we thought it would be. Mr. P. had the misfortune to engage for his 
first school, one which should be entrusted to a teacher of well tried 
avility and ex, erience only ; yet he succeeded in surmounting diffi- 
culties and sustaining a fair degree of order where many others 
of more experience would have"failed. No. of visits by S. S. Com- 
mittee, 3; Prudential 1; citizens 14. 

District No. X. This school was taught by Miss 8. Frances 
Greeley, whose success was such as to gain, we believe, the unan- 
imous approval of the parents and the warm affections of her pu- 
pils. The parents in this district may well be proud of their school 
and the scholars should be deeply thankful for their privileges. A 
class in Arithmetic deserves particular notice. No. of visits in 
summer by 8S. S. Committee, 2; Prudential, 2; citizens, 38; win- 
ter, S. S. Committee, 3; Prudential, 3; citizens and others, 58. 

In reviewing the events of the past year we see much to regret, 
though in the discharge of our official duties we are conscious of 
having been actuated by right motives in all cases, and where it 
has been our lot to err it has been an error of judgment, for which 
we hope inexperience may afford some palliation. 

On the other hand the growing interest which parents manifest 
in the welfare of our schools forms a pleasing reflection. It is also 
a fact worthy of notice that they have invariably expressed them- 
selves on the side of good order; and while we have neard com- 
plaints of the want of this, he have not heard a single one of undue 
severity. 

In closing our report we wish to make a few suggestions to the 
parents and citizens of the town. As the prosperity of our schools 
is a question of vital interest to us all, so none but those who are 
especially fitted for the place should be entrusted with the manage- 
mentofthem. In general, those persons only should be selected 


~ 
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as Prudential Committees who havea clear understanding of the 
wants of their school, and a quick perception of the character and 
fitness of teachers ; and those persons only should be employed as 
teachers whose reputation, known character and habits indicate 
their fitness for the place they seek to occupy. A uniformity of 
text-books throughout the town is very desirable, and in each indi- 
vidual district almost indispensable. | 


For the promotion of this end we recommend the use of the fol- 
lowing text-books, viz:—In reading, the Bible, and Sargent’s se- 
ries; Town’s Speller. In mathematics, Colburn’s First Lessons, 
(Greenleaf’s Common School and National Arithmetics, for the 
present,) Greenleaf’s Algebra and Geometry, Comstock’s Philoso- 
phy. In Geography, Colton & Fitch’s; Cutter’s Physiology ; 
Quackenbos’s History ; Bullion’s Grammar; Payson & Dunton’s 
Book-Keeping.
